DETAILED ACTION 

The rejection made under 35 U.S.C1 12, first paragraph, over claims 124, 130 and 128 

have been withdrawn by Examiner's amendment to the claims. 

With respect to the priority claims, Applicant again argues that the earliest filing date is 

February 13, 1996 from US Serial Number 08/600,744 and 08/726,313. 

Note that as mentioned before, the instant claims must have support from the 

specifications from these US cases in order for the instant claims to have this effective 

filing day. 

Note that the instant claim 124 discloses the use of an annealing process which does 
not have support from U.S. Serial No 08/600,744 and 08/726,313. Therefore, the 
earliest filing day of the instant application is February 1 1 , 1997 (See last Office action). 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 124, 125, 130 and related claims are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) 
contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

The Specification as disclosed on page 14, lines 12-17; on page 20, lines 12-14 
or elsewhere in the specification, discloses the step of "heating the UHMWPE above its 
melting point— the free radicals are recombine and thus are eliminated" but it does not 
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disclose the use of annealing step, as in the instant claims. Therefore, the annealing 
step is not supported by the original disclosure. 

Since the effective filing date of the instant application is February 11, 1997, then Saum 
et al'975 is still as prior art against the instant claims. 

Claims 124-130 and 143-146 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being 
anticipated by Saum et al'975, as stated in the last Office action
